He rejected Israel's claims that 
Palestinian self-rule involved 
residents but not the land and 
accused it of propounding this~ 
view to hinder Palestinian self- 
determination. 

Israeli Prime Minister ' 
Menachem Begin has said 
repeatedly that autonomy plans 
prepared by Israel for the West 
Bank of Jordan and the Gaza Strip 
give the Palestinians self-rule but 
not control over the land, which 
will remain under Israeli power. 
“This is a novelty invented by 
Israel and reiterated by Arab 
hardline states” the Egyptian 
minister said in a reference to pro- 
visions under the peace treaty. 

Dr. Ghali said most Israeli 
statements on the future of the 
occupied territories were “meant 
for home consumption and to help 
in poisoning the atmosphere to 
encourage Arab re/ectionist states 
to place obstacles in the way of 
Palestinian self -determination.'’ 

He said that many of the Arab 
states which severed relations with 
Egypt, claiming that self-rule gave 
nothing to the Palestinians, had 
themselves achieved inde- 
pendence through first practising 
self-rule. 

These he said included Syria, 
Iraq, the Libyan Jamabiriyab and 
Algeria. 


WASHINGTON, Muy II (R) — Kuwait has told Egypt it wants to 
withdraw one billion dollars of Kuwaiti deposits in Egyptian hanks , 
tbe Washington Post said today.

Soviet Muslims hail 
Iran, Afghanistan 

MOSCOW, May 11 — ‘ The leaders of the Soviet Union's 40- 

miliion Muslim community today hailed what they described as the 
success of their fellow-believers in Afghanistan and Iran in building 
new societies and combatting imperialism. 

The four muftis of the Sovier Islamic communities and other 
Muslim officials touched on events across the Soviet Union's south- 
ern border in a foreign affairs declaration issued at tbe end of a 
Moscow conference. 

The statement, which paralleled official Soviet foreign policy 
views, concentrated on disarmament and criticism of China and 
Israel, then added: “We welcome and support the great successes of 
our brothers in belief in Iran and Afghanistan in the struggle with 
imperialism, for the creation of a new just society.. Jor independence 
and sovereignty.” 

The Soviet declaration called on all Muslims to struggle for peace 
and good relations among people according to the teachings of the 
Koran and the Prophet Mohammed. 

The Muslim leaders were meeting in Moscow- to plan celebrations 
to mark the opening of the 15th century of the Muslim calendar later 
this year. 

They decided to hold an international conference in Tashkent in 
September 1980 to be based on the theme of peace and friendship 
between peoples. 


EEC foreign ministers to discuss 
wide range of international issues 


CAHORS, France, May 11 (R)— Lord Car- 
rington, Britain's new foreign secretary, will have 
his first meeting with his Common Market col- 
leagues tomorrow. 

Britain's eight EEC partners will question him 
on the newly elected Conservative government's 
approach to the community, and on its policy for 
Rhodesia. 

The two-day gathering, at a chateau near 
Cahors, is an informal meeting held twice a year to 
give the nine a chance to discuss international 
political issues away from officials and forma! 
agendas. 

.According to Common Market sources the 
host, French Foreign Minister Jean Franca is- 
Poucet, has sent his colleagues a list of topics they

determining how the eight other member states

sibility and legally it was still a colony, ihe'French 
minister said. The Patriotic Front guerrillas' ,who 
refused to take part in the election, could not be 
ignored, be added. 

Asked whether there might be a new policy 
statement on the Middle East by tbe nine, Mr. 
Francois-Poncet said be did not yet know the 
thinking of his EEC partners.

Saudi officials expressed concern to Mr.

GENEVA, May 11 [ R) - The 
United States has threatened to 
pull out of the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) if its annua) 
assembly approves an Arab- 
backed move against Israel.

He told a news conference that 
the Americans had said they 
would withdraw if the assembly 
now in session in Geneva sup- 
ported the proposal to suspend 
Israel's voting rights and WHO 
aid to Israel because of violations 
of human rights in Israeli- 
occupied territories.

Gunmen kill U.S. 
soldier, wound 
two in Istanbul 

ISTANB UL. May II 
(R.) — Gunmen shot dead a U.S. 
soldier and wounded two others as ' 
the Americans were about to 
board a military bus today, police 
sources said. 

The state radio said four gun- 
men opened fire from a passing 
car in the city's Atakoy district. It 
named the dead man as Corporal 
Thomas Mosley. 

The three .Americans were 
stationed at a North Atlantic Tre- 
aty Organisation (NATO ) base at 
Cakmakli. near Istanbul, the 
police sources said. 

The shooting came almost one 
month after an American non- 
commissioned officer was shot 
dead and another wounded in a 
similar ambush in the west coast 
resort of Izmir, where NATO has 
.its south-eastern headquarters. 

The police sources said the 
Americans today were about to 
board a U.S. military service bus 
but it was not immediately known 
whether they were in uniform. 

The U.S. embassy in Ankara 
said it had beard reports of an 
incident but could not yet confirm • 
any of the details announced by 
the radio. 

At least 1,200 people have died 
in street political assassinations in 
Turkish cities since the start of 
1978 but foreign targets have 
been rare. 
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Charade 


SO NOW EGYPT has formulated a set of "hard-line” 
proposals to present at the forthcoming negotiations with 
Israel over Palestinian “autonomy" in the West Bank and 
Gaza. Part of the official Israeli position is that autonomy 
should be granted to the Palestinians living in the occupied 
territories but not to the land itself, and that Palestinian 
“self-rule” should involve limired administrative, but nor 
legislative, powers. Now the Egyptians come along to 
propose that the Palestinian “self-rule" authority should 
have executive, legislative and juridical powers, the Israeli 
military rule should end immediately the authority is 
formed and that after five years of "full self-rule", the 
Palestinian people should be free to determine their own 
future. This last option, of course, docs not appear any- 
where in the Israeli scheme of things. 

Thus the Camp David charade continues. Egypt 
knows full well that no Palestinian organisations or indi- 
viduals, not even those in formerly Egyptian-ruled Gaza, 
have authorised Cairo to negotiate on their behalf. Furth- 
ermore. it knows that the whole concept of negotiating the 
future of the Palestinians while Israel perpetuates its milit- 
ary occupation and settlements policy in the occupied ter- 
ritories has been totally rejected by the Palestinians and 
other Arab parties. 

With the arrogance that has characterised Egypt's role 
throughout the whole Camp David process. Egypt in fact 
maintains that it is part of the Israeli plan that the “rejec- 
tionist” Arabs should adopt such a line in order to “place 
obstacles in the way of Palestinian self-determination." In 
other words, we are offered an Egyptian apology for the 
Israeli view of the Arab steadfastness front, with the impli- 
cation that only Egypt, by confronting the Israelis with a 
hard-line autonomy plan, can ultimately win the Pales- 
tinians their national rights. The Egyptians thus propose to 
haggle like customers in a bazaar over the price of Pales- 
tinian nationhood: the two sides will start from their oppos- 
ing bargaining positions and work their way towards an 
agreed compromise. This compromise will no doubt be 
achieved through the prestidigitator) powers of Mr. Cyrus 
Vance or some other American intermediary, so the end 
result will therefore be an American plan for Palestinian 
self-rule. 

The trouble here is that the Israelis have given us no 
grounds whatever for confidence in their willingness to 
negotiate meaningfully over this issue. .As with the rest of 
the Camp David procedure to dare, therefore, the Egyptian 
role is both unwise and unacceptable. 

By forecasting that the negotiations will be "com- 
plicated and exhausting ” furthermore, Egypt is only trying 
to create the circumstances where it can ultimately claim 
that whatever “solution” results represents a great dip- 
lomatic victory. That is the Egyptian style: to claim victory 
out of defeat, accomplishment out of capitulation. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


IN ITS EDITORIAL Friday AL RA'I says that although the U.S. 
defense secretary has recently tried to tone down his threats to the 
Arabs, he has made an even more serious mistake by declaring 
thar the U.S. will supply Israel with “all the means necessary for it 
to protect vital U.S. interests in the Middle East." 

Meanwhile, the paper continues, aboard a U.S. ship in the 
Mediterranean, Israeli Prime Minister Menacbem Begin boasts 
that the presence of the U.S. sixth fleet in the Mediterranean 
constitutes real protection for Israel. 

The paper further adds that Israel, which is suffering from a 
"Massada complex", the fear of annihilation, has the will to fight 
the Arabs because of its present military power. 

The paper continues that while Israeli troops are carrying out 
a war of annihilation against the Palestinians in Lebanon, the 
Arabs, who lack the will to fight, seem to be content with holding 
conferences here and there in the belief that “political and dip- 
lomatic options are all there is available to counter Israel’s will to 
fight.” 

The paper concludes by saying that since the U.S. sixth fleet 
represents, by admission of both Harold Brown and Menachem 
Begin, Israel's reserve power in the Mediterranean and the Red 
Sea, the Arabs have got to decide now, before it is too late, 
whether they are going to continue to cling to the political way of 
solving the problem, or renounce this option and promote the 
build up of Arab strength to the point where it will be capable of 
confronting the U.S. and Israel. 

AL DUSTOUR says it seems that the prospective summit 
between Lebanese President Elias Sarkis and Syrian President 
Hafez AJ Assad rouses Israel's indignation. The holding of the 
summit in itseif indicates that despite the escalation by Israel of its 
military operations in the south of Lebanon — designed to bring 
Lebanon to its knees — Lebanon, the paper says, is pressing 
forward to maintain cooperation with Syria in order to improve 
the security in its territories. 

The paper lauds the “nationalistic and courageous" stand of 
Elias Sarkis in his committing Lebanon to implement Arab resol- 
utions and affirming that the Palestinian cause is the core of the 
Middle East issue. 

Following the signing by Egyptian President Anwar Sadat of 
the separate treaty with Israel, the paper says, Israel has chosen 
Lebanon as an “area in which to flex its muscles and exert 
materialistic and psychological pressures, not only against Leba- 
non, but against the Arab states rejecting caputulation as well.” 

The .paper admires the Lebanese steadfastness and the role 
exerted by Syria, and call on the Arabs to support Syria, which the 
paper says, has always been foremost in shouldering its respon- 
sibilities (as part of the Arab nation ) in Lebanon. “The ordeal of 
southern Lebanon,” the paper continues, "is only the beginning 
of a brutal battle which Israel has decided to wage in order to 
subdue the Arabs.” 

in conclusion, the paper calls for an Arab summit to be held in 
order to draw up the necessary plans to frustrate the Israeli 
attempts to subdue the Arab nation.

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Horse racing, gambling 
resume in Tehran 


TEHRAN, May 11 (R>- Horse 
racing, accompanied by the usual 
trappings of bookmakers and 
hopeful punters, resumes after a 
six-month break in Tehran today 
under the watchful eyes of Iran's 
strict new revolutionary Islamic 
government 

Although the authorities have 
given the go-ahead for the meet- 
ing at the capital's plush 540 mil- 
lion track, their future attitude to 
the sport of kings remains unclear. 
A loophole in Islamic law is 
responsible for the extraordinary 
contrast in the official attitude to 
racing in Iran, where casinos, 
public drinking places and night- 
clubs have all been closed by the 
revolutionary leaders. Although 
Islam bans gambl ing because it is a 
game of chance, wagering is per- 
mitted on horse racing, fencing 
and shooting because these sports 
involve a test of skill. 

Today's meeting will also be 
watched anxiously by macho 
casino tycoon Stanley Ho, head of 
the Chinese business syndicate 
behind the Tehran track, which 
opened forits first season last June 
and because of the revolution 
made a huge loss for investors in 
its first year of operation. Mr. Ho’s 
Tehran Racing Company (TRC) 
has certainly entered into the 
spirit of the revolution. The main 
race tomorrowwfllbe“theIslamic 
Republic Cup” and the day’s sport 
begins with “the freedom hand- 


icap." 

All connections with the ousted 
Shah of Iran, himself a great lover 
of horses, have been quietly 
dropped. “I don't even remember 
his first name." joked one trainer 
about the exiled monarch. Tur- 
koman tribesmen from Iran's 
northeastern border with the 
Soviet Union pitched their tents 
around the cinder race track sev- 
eral days ago and yesterday were 
exercising their tough little horses 
to the wail of jackals from the sur- 
rounding hills. 

The revolution itself 'left the 
track relatively unscatched, con- 
sidering that it is stuCk between a 
former royal palace and the 
Dosban Tapeh airbase, the main 
battleground of last February’s 
“battle of Tehran." Some bed- 
raggled sandbag emplacements 
and a scattering of militiamen are 
■ the main reminders of change. 

At the height of the uprising, 
the TRCs three expatriate train- 
ers — Australian John Davison, 
Ireland's Andy O'Donnell and 
Britain’s Bob Windsor-CIrve — 
took to the hills immediately 
behind the track after receiving a 
death threat. They roamed over a 
former royal hunting reserve, 
together with deer and jackals, 
hundreds of army deserters and 
other strays for a whole night, 
watching the fighting by moon- 
light before TeturniDg to their 
horses. 



United, Arsenal battle today for FA cup 


LONDON, May 11 (R)— Manchester United and Arsenal, two of 
England's most famous and successful soccer clubs, are set to 
match their proud traditions against each other on Saturday in the 
final of the Football Association (FA) cup. FA cup final day is the 
highlight of the English football season, with Wembley Stadium a 
surging sea of passionate fans, their rival chants breaking like 
waves across the lush, green turf. Over 90,000 supporters pack 
the stands and terraces, while millions more throughout the world 
watch the match on television. For Arsenal fans the journey to 
Wembley is short —just a few kilometres from their north London 
Highbury home. But Last year the red badges and banners flut- 
tered forlornly in the city streets after Arsenal had slumped to a 

shock 1-0 defeat against unfancied Ipswich. This time Arsenal are 
determined not to miss out on the glory. They believe they learned 
their lesson against Ipswich, and are now ready for the kill. Man- 
chester United suffered a similar blow in 1976, crashing to under- 
dogs Southampton. The following year United bounced back to 
defeat Liverpool, and on Saturday face their third cup final in four 
years. Arsenal, mainl y because erf their superior league form, are 
the marginal favourities, and this will suit United. “Somehow 

United always seem to play better when they are not expected to 
win,” Bobby Chariton said. Chariton, the former Manchester 
United and England star, is loath to predict the result but, like 
many other experts, believes United’s ability to produce the 
unexpected could win them the cup. “You must remember United 
beat Liverpool in the semifinals, and you have to be a bit special to 
do that," Laurie McMenemy, manager of Southampton said. 


World Men’s Basketball Championship 


PRAGUE, May 11 (R)~Czecbosiovakia beat the United States 
77-75 with a goal in the last second of their Intercontinental 
Basketball Cup match here last night. The American team started 
badly allowing the Czechoslovaks to take a 10-point lead by the 
third minute and loose play and. bad defence combined with 
inaccurate shooting left them trailing 41-26 at half tim e. In the 
second half the Americans gradually improved their checking, 
especially under their own net, and were level at 62-63 by die 14th 
minute. Two penalties by Steve Johnson put them ahead 65-64 
for the first time and they went on to lead 71-65. Czechoslovakia 
rallied to tie the score at 73-all but a goal by Smith put the 
Americans ahead again at 75-73 before Hraska made it 75-75 
with 35 seconds left The Americans, with the ball in their pos- 
session, moved into the attack, but bad passing under their oppo- 
nents net gave Czechoslovakia the opportunity to counter-attack 
and Hraska netted the winning goal in the last second of the 
match. 

France scored their third victory in the Intercontinental Bas- 
ketball Cup when they beat Mexico 109-82 in Rennes, France, 
yesterday. The French looked over confident at the start and led 
only 26-24 after 11 minutes. The Mexicans stayed in touch until 
the dying minutes of the first-half when the French surged into a 
decisive lead. France continued to play more positively at the start 
of the second-half and raced 20 points ahead (73-53) within seven 
minutes of the resumption. The rest of the match was without 
incident as the French showed the same mettle which gave them a 
98-86 victory over the United States at the weekend and a 103-87 
win over Argentina on Tuesday. 


Ferrari , Ligier vie for Belgian Grand Prix 


ZOLDER, Belgium, May 1 1 (R) - The fierce rivalry of the Ligier 
and Ferrari motor racing who between them have won til 
five grand prix this season, is likely to dominate the Belgian Grand 
Prix here on Sunday. But the Lotus team of world champion 
Mario Andretti and Carlos Reutemann may force a three- 
cornered fight Andretti won the Belgian race last year. He and 
Reutemann are optimistic after t aking second and third places in 
the Spanish Grand Prix at Jarama on April 29. Of the five races 
this seasoo, Ferrarfs Gilles Willeneuve has won two, Ligjer's 
Jacques Laffite two and his teammate Patrick Depailier one. 
Andretti will be driving the new Lotus 80 again but Reutemann of 
Brazil will still be in last year’s Lotus 79. Practice began this 
morning for Sunday's 70 laps of the twisting 4.262-kflometre^ 
track. Ligier do not plan any changes to their cars after Patrick 
Depailler's win is Spain despite Jacques Laffite' s forced with- 
drawal from the race with an electrical failure. Vtfleueuve of 
Canada and South Africa's Jody Scheckter expected the Spanish 
prix to be a hard race and this was reflected in their seventh and 
fourth platings there. But they took first and second places in both 
the South African and the U.S. grands prix and are confident the 
Zolder circuit will be kinder to them than Jarama. Niki Lauda of 
Austria has not finished higher than sixth this season in his 
Brabham but he has won the Belgian Grand Prix twice before. 

Lauda was unlucky in Spain — he had just edged into third place 
when the engine lost all its water arid he had to retire. John 
Watson of Britain damaged his chances when he crashed his 
McLaren in testing at Zolder last week. Another car is being built 
in time for Sunday. Watson also had -to retire from the Jarama 
race, in which only 14 of the 24 starters finished. 

Kenya's soccer team advances 

NAIROBI, May 11 (R) — Kenya has advanced to the second round 
In the Africa zone qualifying rounds for the Moscow Olympics soccer 
tournament after Sudan's withdrawal from their first round dash, 
Kenyan soccer officials said today. The officials said the Kenyan 
team, Harambee Stars, arrived in Khartoum yesterday for the first 
round, first leg tie today only to be informed that Sudan had pulled 
out of the tournament early this month as part of their prolonged ' 
measure “to reorganise sport in the country first”. “The only dis- 
appointment was that they had not Jet us know in advanpe so we 
could save our training and travelling expenses for the latter. We are 
definitely going to demand a reimbursement from foe Sudanese 
authorities” Paul Chabeda, the Kenya Football Federation sec- 
retary told reporters.

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UNCTAD delegates 
complain that talks 


have been wasted time 


MANILA, May 11 , (R)~ Negotiations between 
rich and poor nations remained at a standstill 
today and some delegates from industrialised 
countries complained that almost everything so 
far at the big United Nations conference here had 
been a \yaste of time. 


There were growing' signs of 
impatience among the indus- 
trialised countries as they still 
waited to start down-to-earth bar- 
gaining after five days at the 159- 
nation U.N. Conference on Trade 
and Development (UNCTAD). 

“Apart from the continuing 
national statements by heads of 
delegations in the plenary session, 
literally nothing is going on here," 
one delegate from the developed 
world complained. 

A second delegate added: 
“Almost an entire week has been 
wasted, and the fear is that the 
impetus towards agreement, 
launched with the opening 
speeches, will fall away if a proper 
start is not made." 


exporting countries and both 
capitalist and communist indus- 
trial nations set up a special fund 
to compensate the Third World 
for inflation.

Larosiere said such aid would also 
help the richer countries expand 
their economies by boosting world 
trade. 

During the UNCTAD session 
today, Iraq proposed that oil 


This was the first concrete 
proposal put before UNCTAD. 

“Iraq proposes the establ- 
ishment of an international fund 
encompassing all industrial coun- 
tries, irrespective of their political 
and economic systems, to com- 
pensate the amount of inflation 
directly exported by them annu- 
ally to the developing countries 
and according to the reflected 
prices of goods and services 
imported to these countries," Mr. 
Auda said. 


Meanwhile, Iran said its oil pro- 
duction and exports have almost 
reached their level prior to the 
February revolution that brought 

the government’s downfall, Ira- 
nian Deputy Minister for 
Economic Affairs and Finance, 
Cyrus Ebrahimzadeh, said. 

“I wish to emphasise that the 
new regime in Iran is fully con- 
scious of its obligations and has 
every intention of continuing the 
flow of this essential commodity to 
the world markets,” he said. 


Mr. Ebrahimzadeh told 
UNCTAD that last year’s oil 
strike was entirely a domestic 
issue, aimed at overthrowing the 
Shah's regime.

LONDON, May 11 (R)-Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
pledged Britain to play its full part in countering what she called 
the military threat in Europe. 

Less titan one week in office as Europe’s first woman prime 
minister, Margaret Thatcher has launched herself into foreign 
policy issues by hosting two important summit meetings in a single 
day. 

Mrs. Thatcher, 53, first met yesterday with Irish Prime Minister 
Jack Lynch at her London residence, 10 Downing Street, to 
discuss the bloody conflict in British-mled Northera Ireland. She 
then started a two-day summit conference with another European 
Common Market Leader, West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt. 

In a dinner address, Mrs. Thatcher pledged her support for 
strong military defences in Western Europe and committed her 
gove rnme nt to working actively to develop the Common Market 
She told Mr. Schmidt, one of the com inanity’s most powerful 
leaders: “We shall play our full part, with such measures as may be 
necessary, in countering the military threat." 

Mrs. Thatcher did not identify the source of the threat bm there 
was little doubt that she was referring to the Soviet Union, which 
describes her as “The Iron Lady" because of her tough speeches 
against Communism. 

Mrs. Thatcher matte clear her government’s position on mem- 
bership in the nine-nation Common Market, still a controversial 
issue in Britain. “We believe it is not only right for Europe but 
right for this country. Our purpose is to engage fully and actively 
with our partners in developing the community.” she said. 

But Mrs. Thatcher served warning to the other member coun- 
tries that they would not find her government “a soft touch.” She 
said her government would be resolute in defending British inter- 
ests. She added that it was unacceptable for Britain to pay the 
lion's share of the enormous costs of storing and disposing of 
unwanted community surpluses.

WASHINGTON, May 11 
(R)-- Americans will get their first 
chance to see Leonardo Da 
•Vinci's “Madonna and ChflcT, 
one of the best known paintings in 
the world, this summer, courtesy 
■of the Kremlin. 

The painting is the centrepiece 
of 10 other immensely valuable 
Renaissance masterpieces that 
normally hang in the Hermitage, 
the Leningrad museum. The col- 
lection, entitled “From Leonardo 
to Titian," was unveiled yesterday 
at a press preview at the National 
Gallery attended by Soviet minis- 
ter of culture Peter Denichev. 

The paintings will hang in the 
gallery until June 24. They go to 
Los Angeles on July 3 and to New 
York on August 21. They include 
works by Titian, Raphael, Cor- 
reggio, Sarto, Melzo, Conegliano, 
Primaticcio, Pontormo, Lotto and 
Vecchio. 


CLEVELAND. May 11 (R) : - 
Cyrus S. Eaton, the only Ameri- 
can multimillionaire ever to be 
awarded the Lenin Peace Prize, 
died Wednesday night at his farm 
home in Cleveland. He was 95. 

News of the industrialists’s 
death was delayed until yesterday 
so his son Cyrus Eaton Jr., visiting 
China, could be informed. 

He was known as the Com- 
munist world’s favourite capitalist 
for his efforts over many decades 
to promote East- West peace. 

The Canadian-born indus- 
trialist once called himself 
“perhaps as hardened a capitalist 
as the world contains." Yet he 
won the Lenin Peace Prize in 1 960 
as well as many other awards from 
Communist countries. 

Until Mr. Eaton's retirement a 
year ago, he kept a tight grip on his 
enterprises, which included $2.6 
billion worth of holdings in rail- 
ways, iron mines, steel mills, coal 
mines and electric power utilities. 

He resigned last year as a direc- 
tor of the Chessie Systems, Inc., a 
railroad company, to spend more 
time at his homes m Nova Scotia 
and Honda. 

Mr. Eaton was known as the 
founder of the Pugwash Con- 
ferences, where intellectuals, sci- 
entists and statemen meet behind 
locked doors to discuss major 
world issues. Pugwash is a lobster 
fisbing village on the North- 
umberland Strait of Nova Scotia 
where Mr. Eaton was bom on 
December 27, 1883. 


Even at his advanced age, he 
was at his office every morning on 
the 36th floor of a skyscraper to 
handle the huge amount of cor- 
respondence as an industrialist 
and self-appointed world' 
peacemaker. 


Uganda Radio reported today. 

President Lule, speaking in an

China to release 100 Viet prisoners 


PEKING, May 11 (R>-China 
said today that it would release 
about 100 of the Vietnamese pris- 
oners captured in the recent 
month-long border war. 

Vice-Foreign Minister Zhong 
Xidong also told a press con- 
ference that the fourth session of 
peace talks between the two coun- 
tries would be held in Hanoi 
tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Zhing said the prisoners 
would be released on the border 
on May 19. He hoped that rep- 
resentatives of the Vietnamese 
Red Cross would meet their Chin- 
ese counterparts then to discuss 
further releases. 

China held just over 1,600 Vie- 
tnamese after freeing 1,000 on the 
battlefield during the war, he said. 

He did not know how many 
Chinese were being held in Vie- 
tnam. 

Even if the Vietnamese side 
fails to release any Chinese cap- 
tured personnel, we intend to con- 
- rinue to release the captured Vie- 
tnamese by groups," he said. “In 
other words, this initiative on the 
part of China is aimed at expedit- 


ing the repatriation of all captured 
personnel of the two sides.” 

He added that Hanoi had said it 
was holding about 200 Chinese, 
“but we think this figure is not 
accurate. Anyway, it is not a com- 
plete figure.” 


A Reuter correspondent who 
visited a P.O. W, camp at Bai Se in 
Guangxi autonomous region a feu- 
weeks ago was told by the camp 
commanders that many of the Vie- 
tnamese prisoners had said they 
did not want to return to Vietnam. 


4 Chinese spies caught 


in Vietnam, says Hanoi 


HONGKONG, May 11, (R)— Vietnam said today that four Chinese 
spies had been captured on an island of the northern V ie t namese 
province of Qnang Ninh. 

The Vietnam News Agency said the four had bear ordered to 
infiltrate into Qnang Ninh’s territorial waters “to collect intel- 
ligence on military, political and economic installations, and com- 
munication lines in die locality." 

They had sought cover among ethnic Chinese on Vinh Thnc 
island but had been tracked down by local security forces and 
mifitia, it said. The agency said two of the alleged spies were 
Vietnamese of Chinese origin who “bad been trained as spies and 
despatched back to Vietnam together with other Chinese spies to 
act as guides to Chinese aggressor troops. 

The spying accusation came one day before China and Vietnam 
were scheduled to resume peace talks in Hanoi following their 
month-long border war last February. Little progress has been 
made at three sessions so far. 


The prisoners there and at 
another camp in neighbouring 
Yunnan province appeared to bb 
well fed and well treated. 

Mr. Zhong said China did not 
know bow Vietnam was treating 
its Chinese prisoners. 

The Vietnamese side has 
refused any permission for us to 
visit those captured Chinese per- 
sonneL he said. 

The vice-minister, announcing 
that the peace talks would resume 
tomorrow, commented that their 
prospects were very difficult. 

“But despite this fact, we will do 
our best to achieve some progress, 
whatever little progress it may be. 
But the result is not determined by 
the Chinese side alone: It depends 
on the attitude of the Vietnamese 
side." 

The talks began on April 18 
with Vietnam suggesting a 
demilitarised zone be established 
on the border. This was rejected 
by China, which in turn put for- 
ward an eight-point proposal. 

Hanoi replied that no self- 
respecting nation could accept the 
proposal. 


Rio’s telephone users sing the blues

BRAZIL — Telerj — the Rio de 
Janeiro telephone company — 
conducted a study. It discovered 
that the telephone is the “only 
emotional public utility." 

Rio telephone subscribers 
would agree . The city's telephones 
are highly emotional. They howl, 
whine and shriek. They sulk: 
refusing to be coaxed into a dial- 
ling tone no matter how hard you 
■try. They have tantrums: cutting 
you off in mid-conversation and 
seeing to it that you waste 
minutes, hours, even days of your, 
time in the struggle to get back the 
number. 

There are 1 .200,000 telephones 
in Rio. They look like ordinary 
telephones, having a receiver, a 
dial and other essential ingre- 
dients. Their behaviour, however, 
is unique. 

No telephone system, any- 
where, is perfect. They overload 
and fail prey to whims of weather. 
But, ask agonised Rio subscribers, 
need their service be patently 
worse than elsewhere? 

If the telephone itself is emo- 
tional, you may be sure the 
Carioca — citizen of Rio — nor-; 
mally of even disposition, 
becomes not only emotional but 
often emotionally-disturbed when 
the word “telephone” enters the 
conversation. 

For example, I met an acquain- 
tance on the street the other day. 
He was positively pallid. 

“How are you?" 1 asked, “terr- 


ible,” he said. “I am going mad. 
My telephone has been mute for 
six weeks. I did my business from 
the call' box on the comer until it, 
too, went mute. This morning I 
tried four public phones. They 
were all mute. Someone is perse- 
cuting me." 

It gets them (ike that: incipient 
paranoia. They complain to Telerj 
and are told they will be “seen to". 
“When?" they wail. “In time" is 
the reply. 

Telerj says that Cariocas 
“exaggerate”, even invent tele- 
phone problems. The company 
says that the number of recorded 
complaints is “moderate". (Some 
sources say it is between 3,000 and 
5.000 each month. Presumably 
these are the ones who found a 
working telephones with which to 
complain about their own non- 
working telephone. 

To be fair, the unhappiness of 
Rio's telephone subscribers is not 
always Telerj's fault Workmen 
for other public services or on con- 
struction sites have an interesting 
habit of piercing Telerj cables. 

On one such occasion a worker 
on excavations a few blocks away 
drilled through a local cable and 
plunged the hotel where I live and 
every building for four blocks 
around into telephone quarantine 
for a fortnight. The hotel switch- 
board operators developed a stock 
answer for 500 impatient guests 
wanting to make or receive calls: 
"The lines are dead”, they said. 
"Even God could not find a line

for you.” “When will the lines 
resuscitate?" guests asked. “Ask 
God. No point in asking Telerj, 
they reckon it’s too soon to tell. 

So tight-lipped is Telerj about 
these "exaggerated” problems 
that a friend of mine, trying to con- 
tact my hotel during the isolation 
fortnight, getting nothing but 
howls on the line and seeking 
information from the Telerj 
inquiries department, reports the 
following exchange: 

“Is something wrong with 
111-2222?” “Don’t know.” 
“Could you ask?" "No". “Is it not . 
your job to ask?” Silence. "Am I 
speaking to the inquiries depart- 
ment?" "Yes.” “Then inquire.” 
“Too busy.” “Dttiog What?” (He 
’shouted. Wood pressure soaring), 
“not dealing with inquiries?” Sil- 
ence. The voice had pulled the 
plug. 

Rio newspapers devote entire 
correspondence colu mns to letters 
from frustrated telephone sub- 
scribers, damourihg for attention 
to their mute instruments, inex- 


tricably crossed lines and other 
ailments. 

“It is a matter of basic human 
rights,” said one recent letter. "I 
have paid for my telephone. It 
does not work. My rights are being 
trampled. Now that we are moving 
into a democracy, I wish someone 
would un trample them.” 

Other writers recount bewil- 
dering experiences. One is that 
their phones insist on switching 
numbers without telling them. 

Sr. Costa of 444-5555 gets calls 
for a Sr. Silva, from people 
who dial 222-3333. For fun, Sr.. 
Costa rings his own number— 
444-5555-and gets a Sr. Santos, 
whose number is 777-8888 and 
receives calls for a Senhora 
Moreira purportedly of 333-9999. 
She, it transpires, gets calls for the 
local bus terminal. 

“Vagabond carrent," a phe- 
nomenon caused by seepage of 
moisture into telephone cables, is 
said to be part of the problem.. 
Knowing the labyrinth of drains 
that are also sewers, water mains. 


underground rivulets and all else 
that lies beneath Rio’s surface, 
few people express surprise that 
water is giving the cables confused 
signals. 

Something is also giving cables a 
musical bent. Callers lucky 
enough to get their Rio de Janeiro 
number (not the Upper Amazon 
or Lower Andes) often have con- 
versations interrupted by what 
sounds suspiciously like heavenly 
choirs. 

Religiously -minded subscribers 
take comfort from this mysterious 
harmony. “If angels are singing to 
me,” they muse, “God must have 
beard my weeping and wailing. He 
will tell Telerj to be kind.” 

Atheists and agnostics, mean- 
while, go hoarse trying to yell facts 
and figures at each other over 
surging strings and trilling tenors. 
They do not dare hang up and try 
again; they might not be recon- 
nected for a week. 

If it is not vagabond current, it is 
“over-hasty” switching mechan- 
isms (Telerj's words, not the sub- 
scribers’ ) — the effect of too many 
impulses coming in at once and 
“occasionally being misdirected” 
(again Telerj’s quote). 

Unwilling beneficiaries of the 
excess of zeal of switching 
mechanisms do not daze suggest 
■the said mechanisms be given a 
rest in order to recover from ter- 
minal speed-craze. Someone 
might forget to switch them back 
on again.
